San Francisco, March 30.—No meet­ 
ing of the grand jury boing held Fri­ 
day, a pause was given in the bribery- 
graft investigations.

to report to Justice 
Fitz­ 
gerald by Monday. 
Tho 
Thaw jury 
will report 
in court 
once 
more at 
10:30 o’clock Monday morning and it 
is the hope of tho presiding judge as 
well as the commission th at the m at­ 
ter of tho defendant's sanity may bo 
disposed of by that time. 
If tho commission should submit a 
report to the effect th a t Thaw fully 
understands tho nature 
of tile pro­ 
ceeding against him and has rational­ 
ly advised 
his counsel, 
Justice Fitz­ 
gerald will simply direct that tho trial 
proceed 
without making 
public the 
commission’s findings. 
If the report 
should bo against Thaw, Justice Fitz­ 
gerald will announce the decision from 
the bench and if hi* deems the prison­ 
e r’s release to bo dangerous to tho pub­ 
lic peace and safety he will sign an

for the insane. 
T here was no session of the lunacy 
board Friday and Thaw spent a quiet 
day in the Tombs preparing for a re­ 
newal of his mental tost today, 
Thn_.

a witness for th? defendant. 
Later, 
however, his connection with the de­ 
fense was severed 
rind be was sub­ 
poenaed as a witness for the state. Ho 
wras not called by the prosecution, but 
was eventually summoned to the wit­ 
ness stand by the defense. 
Under examination at that time he 
testified that Thaw was insane when 
he examined bim in the Tombs last 
sum m er and he believed him still in­ 
sane. 
Replying to a question 
by At­ 
torney Gleason 
for the defense, Dr. 
Hamilton said he 
believed that the 
prisoner was unable to properly advise 
bis counsel. 
District Attorney Jerome 
at this point interrupted the witness 
and af pealed to tho conscience of the 
court to consider 
w hether a lunacy 
commission should be appointed. 
T haw ’s attornews are so sanguine 
as to tho 
outcome of the 
lunacy in­ 
quiry that they are making plans for 
the resumption of the trial next week. 
It seems now- that if the trial is taken 
up again, the defense probably will 
announce that It rests without further 
testimony. 
Dr. Allan M adreno Hamil­ 
ton. the alienist who examined Thaw' 
last Juno and July, was on the stand 
when the trial was interrupted. There 
is little likelyhood that Dr. Hamilton 
will be recalled. 
If Thaw is declared 
to be of sound mind 
today and the 
trial resumed it should not last more 
than three or four days.

Chicago, March 30.—Whether or not 
there is to be a strike of the employes 
In the train 
service of the 
Western 
railroads hinges on a meeting to be 
held here between two federal govern­ 
ment officials and the representatives 
of the unions and the railroads. This 
meeting was brought 
about by the 
general 
managers of the 
railroads, 
who appealed to Washington for a Bat­ 
tlement 
of the difficulty 
under the 
terms of the Erdmann act. 
The gov­ 
ernment will be 
represented at the 
meeting by Martin A. Knapp, chair­ 
man of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission. and Charles N. Neill, com­ 
missioner of labor, while C. B. Brown, 
chairman of tho board of managers, 
will be the spokesman 
for the rail­ 
roads and Grand Chief P. H. Morris­ 
sey of the 
Brotherhood of 
Railway 
Trainmen nml Chief Conductor A. B. 
Garretson of the conductors’ organiza­ 
tion will look after the interests of the 
men. 
Before leaving W ashington for Chi 
cago on their mission to bring about 
an adjustm ent of the trouble by con­ 
ciliation. Messrs. Knapp and Neill had 
the assurance of both opposing inter­ 
ests that everything possible would be 
done to prevent a strike. 


Stumbling Block Remains. 


The same stumbling block that pre­ 
vented the railroads and tho men from 
reaching a peaceable settlement still 
remains, however. 
T he railroads de­ 
clare they have conceded everything 
they possibly can and the union repre­ 
sentatives 
are just as 
emphatic in 
their declarations that further conces­ 
sions 
will have to 
be made 
or the 
coming meeting will be a failure so 
far 
as 
preventing 
a strike 
is con­ 
cerned. 
Both ^ides held separate meetings 
Friday but nothing new developed, as 
It was the general sentim ent among 
the representatives of the men as well 
as the rairoad officials that nothing 
should be done until tho government 
representatives had an opportunity to 
try to settle the trouble by mediation. 
The 
Brotherhood 
of 
Tlocomotive 
Firemen and
